Th* "Grade Road," One* a Two Mile 
Terror to Farmer*, I* Now Pointed 
Out With Pride— Used Automobile

Probably one of the very worst pieces 
of road in Iowa existed for years in 
Benton county. Just across the Ceder 
river north o f Vinton, it w as known as 
the “grade road” aud is well known, 
especially to every autom obile tourist

T he grade road proper is about tw.» 
miles in length, lending directly from 
the north end of the Cedar river bridge
